Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  estimated  population  of  No.  7  Health  Area  on  the  30th  June,  1972, 
was  56,480.  This  represented  an  increase  of  1,290  over  the  corresponding 
figure  for  1971.  In  the  Liskeard  Rural  District  and  the  Borough  of 
Saltash  the  increase  was  340,  in  Torpoint  Urban  District  280,  in  St. 
Germans  Rural  District  270,  and  in  the  Borough  of  Liskeard  70.  In  the 
Looe  Urban  District  an  insignificant  decrease  of  10  in  the  population 
was  recorded. 

Live  births  registered  during  1972  totalled  823,  a  reduction  of 
32  on  the  high  figure  of  the  previous  year.  The  corrected  birth  rate  at 
16.1  per  1,000  of  population  was  1,3  per  1,000  above  the  national  rate. 
Illegitimate  births  totalled  62  representing  7.5^  of  all  live  births, the 
same  percentage  as  in  1971.  The  rate  for  still  births  was  slightly 
under  the  national  figure  and  that  for  infant  mortality  slightly  above 
the  national  rate.  Of  the  16  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age  9 
vrwre  lost  in  the  critical  first  four  weeks  after  birth.  No  death 
attributable  to  maternal  causes  occurred  during  the  year. 

Deaths  totalling  781  showed  an  increase  of  2  on  the  1971  figure, 
and  produced  a  corrected  rate  of  11.5  per  1,000  of  population  to  set 
against  the  national  rate  of  12.1.  A  breakdown  of  the  principal  causes 
of  death  again  showed  heart  disease  to  be  the  most  common  cause  of  death 
being  responsible  for  37^  of  all  deaths.  Next  in  order  cancer  caused 
21 %  of  all  deaths  and  as  is  usual  now  cancer  of  the  lung  and  windpipe 
was  the  most  prevalent  single  type  of  that  generally  fatal  disease.  Of 
the  781  persons  who  died  during  1972  some  386  or  49^  had  reached  or 
exceeded  the  age  of  75  years  at  the  time  of  death. 

During  1972  the  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  was  comparatively 
light  xfith  a  total  of  81  cases  being  notified.  Of  this  total  70  were 
due  to  measles.  Of  the  more  serious  forms  of  notifiable  disease  there 
was  one  case  only  -  a  meningococcal  meningitis.  The  patient  involved 
suffered  a  severe  fulminating  attack  of  this  infection  and  outcome  was 
unfortunately  fatal. 

As  far  as  tuberculosis  was  concerned  the  year  1972  was  an  uncommonly 
good  one  during  which  two  new  cases  only  were  notified.  One  was  a 
respiratory  infection  of  a  24  year  old  female,  the  other  a  non- 
respiratory  infection  of  a  91  year  old  male.  During  the  year  3  deaths 
were  attributed  to  respiratory  tuberculosis.  All  three  persons 
concerned,  two  male  and  one  female,  were  aged  75  years  or  more  at  the 
time  of  death. 

The  vital  statistics  used  in  making  up  the  Annual  Report  are 
received  during  April  and  early  May  of  the  year  following  that  to  which 
the  report  refers.  Thus  the  statistics  setting  out  deaths  during  1972 
were  received  on  the  10th  April,  1975  whilst  those  relating  to  live 
births,  still  births,  and  infant  deaths  did  not  come  to  hand  until  the 
2nd  May,  1973.  Until  these  statistics  are  received  it  is  not  possible 
to  commence  the  preparation  of  an  Annual  Report  which  would  be  of  any 
real  value  to  the  District  Council  to  which  it  is  addressed,  or  to  those 
Departments  of  the  Government  which  receive  copies  of  the  Report. 

However,  under  arrangements  for  the  res tructur ing  of  Local  Government 
the  six  County  District  Councils  to  whom  since  1948  I  have  submitted 
Annual  Reports  will  at  the  end  of  March  1974  cease  to  exist  in  their 
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present  form,  and  their  functions  and  duties  will  be  taken  over  by  the 
new  large  Caradon  District  Council  which,  already  in  existence  in 
shadow  form,  will  become  fully  operative  on  the  1st  April,  1974.  At 
that  same  time  in  1974  the  appointment  I  now  hold  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  will  cease  to  exist.  With  this  combination  of  circumstances 
it  would  seem  to  me  difficult  if  not  impossible,  and  something  of  a 
pointless  and  un-necessary  exercise  to  produce  in  the  summer  of  1974 
six  Annual  Reports  for  1973  direct  to  District  Councils  which  no  longer 
exist.  Moreover  my  personal  circumstances  are  such  that  if  a  scheme 
for  early  retirement  to  be  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  National 
Health  Service  Reorganisation  legislation  came  in  effect,  I  would  very 
likely  retire  on  or  before  the  31st  March,  19rA* 

From  what  I  have  written  in  the  paragraph  immediately  preceeding 
this  it  appears  to  me  possible  and  indeed  probable  that  this  is  the 
final  Annual  Report  I  shall  be  submitting  to  you.  At  the  time  of 
x^rriting  I  have  served  for  just  over  25  years  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  six  County  Districts  in  South-East  Cornwall  and  it  seems 
an  appropriate  time  to  offer  to  the  Members  and  Officers  of  those 
Councils  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  support  and  understanding  I  have  had 
from  them  over  the  years.

There  was  again  a  sizeable  excess  of  births  over  deaths.  The  number 
of  infant  deaths  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  were  the  highest  recorded 
since  I  commenced  keeping  records  in  1948.  Of  the  nine  infants  who  died, 
five  failed  to  survive  the  critical  first  week  of  life.  Three  of  the 
infant  deaths  w-  re  the  result  of  congenital  obnormalities ,  and  a  further 
three  died  as  a  result  of  birth  injury  and  difficult  labour. 

Of  those  who  died  during  the  year  some  52%  had  reached  or  exceeded 
the  age  of  75  years  at  the  time  of  death.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1 .  Water  Supply: 

(a)  Quality: 

The  quality  of  mains  water  supplied  to  the  Borough  continued  to 
be  satisfactory.  Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken 
regularly  during  the  year,  a  total  of  fifty-five  samples  being 
obtained.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  reports  on  these 
samples  were  as  follows:

The  unsatisfactory  sample  indicated  very  low  level  contamination  and 
a  follow-up  sample  proved  to  be  satisfactory* 

(b)  Quantity: 

No  restrictions  on  the  use  of  water  were  imposed  during  the  year. 

( c)  Plumbo -Solvency: 

The  total  hardness  of  mains  water  varies  between  12  and  13.  The 
water  has  little  or  no  action  on  lead  and  no  cases  of  lead  poisoning 
were  reported. 

( d)  Proportion  of  Population  Supplied  from  Public  V/ater  Mains: 

Except  for  one  or  two  isolated  dwellings,  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  is  provided  with  a  mains  water  supply.  The  proportion  of  the 
population  supplied  by  means  of  stand-pipes  is  negligible. 

2.  Drainage: 

The  Department  continued  to  exercise  careful  control  over  the 
construction  of  new  drainage  systems  within  the  Borough,  a  total  of 
four  hundred  and  seventeen  visits  being  made  for  this  purpose. 

3*  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal: 

Work  continued  on  the  Council's  new  main  drainage  scheme  which 
involves  the  laying  of  five  miles  of  sewers  and  the  construction  of 
four  pumping  stations.  Work  also  continued  on  the  extension  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Coombe.  It  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  be 
completed  by  December,  1973* 

4.  Closet  Accommodation: 

So  far  as  is  known  there  are  now  no  earth  closets  in  use  in  the 
Borough. 

5.  Public  Cleansing: 

(a)  Refuse  Collection: 

Refuse  collection  in  the  Borough  continued  to  be  carried  out  in 
a  satisfactory  manner,  two  vehicles  being  regularly  employed  for  this 
purpose.  A  once  weekly  general  collection  is  made  throughout  the 
Borough,  with  food  shops  receiving  a  twice  weekly  service.  The 
collection  of  trade  refuse  is  also  undertaken,  a  small  annual  charge 
being  levied  in  respect  of  this. 
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(b)  Refuse  Disposal: 


Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Salt  Mill  Tip  and 
every  effort  is  made  to  comply  with  Government  recommendations  in  respect 
of  controlled  tipping.  Regular  measures  continue  to  be  taken  to  eradicate 
insect  and  rodent  pests  by  chemical  means. 

( c)  Street  Cleansing: 

Street  cleansing  continued  to  be  carried  out  in  a  regular  and 
efficient  manner.  The  frequency  varies  from  once  daily  to  once  weekly 
according  to  the  type  of  street. 

( d)  Cesspool  Emptying: 

The  emptying  of  cesspools  is  carried  out  by  arrangement  with  a 
private  firm.

13.  Rodent  Control: 

The  control  of  rodents  continued  to  be  carried  out  on  the  lines 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

During  the  year  two  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  twenty  inspections 
were  made  by  the  Operative,  three  hundred  and  forty-eight  infestations 
being  discovered.  A  successful  treatment  was  carried  out  in  the  case 
of  each  infestation. 

The  annual  1C$  testing  of  sewer  manholes  was  carried  out  in  April. 
107  manholes  were  tested,  evidence  of  infestation  being  found  in  13 
cases.  These  and  31  adjoining  manholes  were  subsequently  treated  with 
poison  bait,  leaving  the  town's  sewers  virtually  rat  free.

Co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  Truro  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  their 
investigations  into  the  condition  of  oysters  dredged  from  the  River 
Lynher.
